NORTH BAY, Ont., Aug. 2.—Temiskaming and Northern On- 
tario railwh officials announced tonight that serious bush fires have 
broken out in the vicinity of McCool, a small hamlet situated at 
Mileage Four, on the Elk Lake branch, near Earlton. The village of 


McCool is reported entirely wiped out.

Cobalt Enveloped in Smoke. 

COBALT, Aug, 2.—A reoccuarrance of forest fires and the demoli- 
tion of other settlements i is feared, Reports from Boston Creck state 
tht the fire is burning on both sides of the track, and raging fiercely 
to the sotithwest, especially between Redwater and Tomiko. To the 
west of Elk Lake a serious outbreak is feared. Tmployees have 
been withdrawn from the Miller Independent Mine, two miles from 
Boston Creek, and it is reported that many families near Round Lake, 


in the same district have suffered heavily. 
The fire has broken through into the mining district south of the 


Burned Lakes. 


Reports state that Seskinika is on fire, and that there is a serious 


outbreak in Morisette township. 


Cobalt is enveloped in a pall of smoke. 


Acurate Estimate Impoasible, 

TORONTO, Ont. Aug 2,—Any 
fairly accurate approximation of the 
number of victims in the Northern On- 
tario fire-swept districts is still im- 
possible. Until search’ parties in tho 
outlying farms and settléments “hive 
completed their work no attempt can 
can be made to accurately survey the 
situation. 

A despatch from North Bay tonight 
states‘that the list received by the T. 
and N. O. officials gives the number 
of known dead at Nuska 150, the 
seriously injured at 10, and the miss- 
ing 7. Yesterday's report had stated 
there were only four survivors. In 


the earlier reports injured were in- 
cluded among the dead. 

Conservative Estimate of Deaths. 

COBALT, Ont., Aug. 2.—A conserva- 
tive estimate of dead in the holocoast 
of-Jast Saturday is 460, although ‘one 
report from Matheson states that 460 
bodies have been found and identified. 

Twelve men and children lost their 
lives at the Croesus Mine, near Mathe- 
son, it has been estimated, 

In the Iroquois Falm district the list 
is growing terribly with more inti- 
mate knowledge of the ground, Alexo 
Mine is safe, but prospectors and set- 
tlers in the Nellie Lake district are 
given up for lost.

CALGARY, Aug, 2.—There is no

It is feared tonight that nothing can 
avert a general strike in the district 
andthe closing down of the mines. 

The mines at Fernie, Coal Dale and 
Michel are closed today, anda the 
miners and their families are making 
a general holiday of it, many of them 
having gone on fishing trips into the 
mountains, 

The camps at Lethbridge, Taber and 
Coleman, in southern Alberta, are hav- 


ing a meeting tonight to decide 
whether or not the men will go on 
strike. The decisions of the meetings

Qn the other hand the miners at 
Nordegg, north-west of here, who have 
been out, are reported to have return- 
ed to work today.

TOWN OF BLIND 
RIVER BURNED UP 


(By Mornipg Bulletin Leased Wire) 

SAULTE STE, MARRIE, Ont., Aug. 
2,—Fires of unknown origin broke out 
Monday at midnight in the rear of the 
Pepin store, in the town of Blind 
River, and burned until Tusday even- 
ing, resulting in the whole business 
fection of the town being wiped out, 
with the exception of three stores at 
the extreme end of the main street. 
The loss is just under $125,000, with 
insurance of $74,000. 

The tire brigade was engaged in 
fighting bush fires which were raging 
in the neighborhood of the White 
Falls Lumber Mills, at the time tHe 
fire was dicovered, and the blaze in 
the town had made great progress 
before they arrived on the scene. 
Among the buildings destroyed were 
the post office, Royal Bank Building, 
Trelwar & Menard's Block, Inksto's 
Barber Shop, Braithwaite's Hardware, 
Chsistilaw'’s Grocery, the offices of Dr, 
Guierre and Dr, J. M. Robert, M.P. 
This is the second time within a few 
months that the town has been badly 
devusted by fire.

Of No Single Important 
Engagement 


A BREATHING SPELL 


All Belligerents Apparently 
Resting Preparatory To 
New Attacks

LONDON, Aug. 3.—The armies in 
the three great centres of recent ac- 
tivity—-the Somme region of France, 
iiuesian and Gelician, evidently have 
let up considerably in the violent fight- 
ing in which they have been engaged, 
and are indulging in a breathing spell 
preparatory to further agacks and 
counter attacks. 

The official communication dealing 
with the operations in the theatres 
Wednesday tell of no single important 
engagement, or of any notable chanies 
in the position of any of the belligec- 
nts, 

Attacking in Echelon on a_ threo 
mile Hne from the Mevse river to 
Fleury, north of Verdue, the French 
have charged German trenches and 
organized points of support. In the 
engagement 200 Germans were made 
prisoner and ten machine guns cap- 
tered, 

On the Russian froat Petrograd re- 
ports merely artillery duels and in- 
inntry attacks by small detachments, 
while Berlin tells of Russian attacks 
on the Stokhod and Turia river fronts, 
end of local Russian offensives on the 
Stripa river in Galicia, all of which 
were repulsed. 

Attacks by the Austrians arainst the 
Italians at various points, including 
Mome Cimone, Monte Seluggio and 
Chstellewo, have been di ulved accord- 
ing to Rome.

REAL ESTATE 
MEN GET NO 
CONSIDERATION 


Judge Taylor Says Poor Man Shall 
Have Same Consideration as 
Rich 


The matter of real estate values in’ 
Sdmonton came in for some pretty 
keen discussion and criticism at the 
special appeal court held by His Honor 
Judge Taylor at the Civic Chamber 
yesterday to deal with city assess- 
ments, very time real estate comes 
into the Hmelight in Edmonton there 
is always some reference to the real 
estate boom with which the city was 
Afflicted some three years or s0 ago. 
Afflicted seems the tdeal word to use 
in this connection, as no plague would 
hardly have worse results to the city 
than this boom in the long list of evils 

which have followed in its train. 

With the limits of the city extended 
in all directions to bring in sub- 
divisions, all kinds of unnecessary ex- 
tensions of city utilities, there is little 
wonder that the latter are not profit- 
able to their municipal owners, now 
that property holders are kicking 
against having to pay high taxes on 
what is nothing but farm land, 

This taxing of outside subdivisions 
was one of the chief features of the 
appeals heard by Judge Taylor, and 
he madeé¢ a strong pronouncement upon 
those cases, suying that because a man 
held 160 acres of farm land and could 
not sell it, he was not going to reduce 
the assessment and yet keep up the 
assessment of the man who owned the 
one lot. The poor should not suffer 
for the sake of the rich, 

Bome ten snpeais were dealt with 
yesterday and the court was then ad- 
journed and will meet on Thursday 
next, August 10th, at 10 a.m, In all 
there are about 34 appeals to hear, 
These have all been before the com- 
mivstoners, sitting as a revision court, 
and the City Council, as a count of ap- 
peal, by whom the valuation made 
by the advisory assessment committee, 
were confirmed, The city was repre- 
sented by City Solicitor Bown and As- 
sessor T, Walker.

HUDSON'S BAY 
CO. WILL TEST 
LEGISLATION 


Prohibition Laws in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan Have Hurt 
Business .. _ 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

WONDON, aug. 2—Presiding at the 
annual meeting of the Hudson's Bay 
company, Governor Kindersley, whose 
appointment was confirmed, stated 
that the committee had recommended 
the distribution of five per cent. on 
ordinaries in respect of land receipts 
and 16 per cent, from profits of other 
trades, making a total of 20 per cent. 

The profits for the past year am- 
ounted to £23,000 from the fur trade 
and £247,000 from sale shops and 
other trading, as compared with a 
loss of £33,000 and a profit of £63,000 
last year. 

He viewed with gratification the 
less extravagant mood of those res- 
ponsible for the conduct of municipal 
affairs in Canada, This had resulted 
in a reduction of taxation, which, he 
wo had increased by £75,000 since 

911, 

The company intended to take a 
number of test cases to the Canadian 
courts with respect to taxation in Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta and other pro- 
vinces, 

The company had also,been hard hit 
by the introduction of the prohibition 
laws, which the chairman described 
as drastic and very detrimental to the 
company’s stores. 

In regard to the prohibition legisla- 
tion, the company, he said, were ad- 
vised that their rights were being in- 
fringed upon, and, therefore, in this 
case also, legislation will be resorted 
to, because infringement is the funda- 
mentg!l issue affecting not only the 
company’s liquor business, but the 
far greater question of the general 
trading rights of the company in the 
Dominion, 


REFERENDUM ON 
PROHIBITION LIKELY 


Ontario Provincial Government. Wor- 
ried With Other Troubles Will 
Avold Phohibition Legislation, 


TORONTO, Aug. 2.—Indications 
are that there will be a referendum 
on the question of total prohibition for 
Ontario, The last session of the 
legislature, after receiving a big peti- 
tion from electors all over the pro- 
vince passed a measure enacting pro- 
hibition for September 16th, this year, 
with a vote to be taken after the war. 
The government defeat in South 
Perth by-election, and trouble in get- 
ting a straight government candidate 
in southwest Toronto, the seat vacated 
by death of Hon. J. J. Foy, with pros- 
pects of a party split, seem to be wor- 
rying the Ontario government, Pre- 
mier Hearst is said to feel that the 
temperance forces are not supporting 
him in spite of his response to the ap- 
peal for a prohibition measure. The 
government feels that the measure 
was in advance of public opinion, and

Is now discussing the taking of a 
referendum with three questions to 
the electors; 

“Do you favor present lHcense 
system?”

LONDON, Aug. 8.—Naval officers 
here are watching the reported pro- 
gress of the German submarine mer- 
chantman, Deutichland, with consider- 
able interest, but express little hope 
that she will not make the homeward 
voyage safely. An official of the Bri- 
tish admiralty, discussing the proba- 
bility of capture of the undersea liner, 
not getting away safely, declared that 
the British navy had no policy to an- 
nounce in regard to the actions that 
would be made against neler except the 
determination to arrest her if péasitde, 
He declined to disetiss the question 
whether the Deutschland would bé 
sunk. if sighted by a British warship, 
but reasserted the statement that 
Great Britain was determined not to 
recognize the boat ag an ordinary 
merchuntman. 


THE GET-AWAY. 


NORFOLK, Va., Aug. 2,—The Ger- 
man sumbarine Deutschland passed 
quietly out of the Viginia Capes at 
8:30 o'clock tonight on her homeward 
voyage, apparently unobserved by the 
allied warships patrol waiting outside 
the three mile limit. She was accom- 
panied to the Capes only by the tug 
Thomas E. Timmins, which has con- 
veyed her down the bay from Balti- 
more and by a newspaper despatch 
boat. 

Whether she submerged before 
reaching the three mile lHmit is un- 
known. The two accompanying boats 
only knew that she disappeared un+ 
harmed, and that to all appearances 
she had a clear field ahead to a point 
where she could completely submerge 
in safety. 

Half an hour after the last light of 
the Deutschland had disappeared the 
Timmins turned back and headed up 
Cheseapeak Bay in the direction of 
Baltimore,

To do this, according 
to W. T. Bailey, who fought a good 
fight as an independent candidate at 
a three-cornered contest at Winnipeg, 
the elector has to get rid of his be- 
setting sins, the principal of which are 
indifference to registration unless he 
is forcibly driven to the booth, the 
need for publicity because the elector 
won't take the trouble co inform him- 
self of the good points of his party's 
form unless they are fed to him by 
nnd, the habit of pestering every 
candidate or member for subscriptions 
and donations to every charity or in- 
stitution under the sun, and the elec- 
tor's laziness because they won't use 
their legs to carry them to the poll 
and have to be earried there in rigs 
and automobiles, all at the expense of 
the candidate, 

The political situation in Canada, 
said Mr. Bailey, was unsatisfactory— 
he would use no more unkind word. 
Every province had its skeleton hid- 
den, and there was hardly a govern- 
ment that lasted eight or nine years 
but what went out in disgrace. In 
his own province of Manitoba they 
had the sad spectacle of their leading 
men in the criminal dock. His con- 
tention was that the multitude of lit- 
tle sins of the electors swept these men 
off their feet.

LONDON, Aug, 2—Sir Roger Casement will be executed in the 
Pentonville prison at nine o’clock tomorrow morning for high trea- 
son. Lord Robert Cecil, minister of war, today announced that it was 


the British government’s determination 


not to reprieve Casement. 


Beyond the statement of Lord Robert, no formal announcement to 
the effect that the execution will be carried out had been made public. 
He stated that no communication had been received from. the State 
department at Washington requesting a reprieve. The whole ques- 
tion surrounding Casement’s case has been seriously considered by 
the cabinet and the determination to let the law take its course prov- 
ed unaltered, 

Gavin Duffy, counsel for Casement, is responsible for the state- 


ment that the condemned man has embraced — the 


Catholic religion 


since the passing of the death sentence, having received instructions 
and daily ministration from a priest visiting his cell. 

Mr, Duffey declared also that the prisoner had now seen and bade 
farewell to his nearest relatives, who called and spent some time with 


him at the jail.

NICKEL REFINERY 
TO BE LOCATED 
AT PORT COLBORNE 


OTTAWA, Aug. 2.—It was officially 
announced tonight that Port Colborne, 
on Lake Erie, has been chosen as the 
site for theenew Canadian refinery of 
tne International Nickel .Company. 
The plant is to cost from $4,000,000 to 
$5,000,000, and will cover several hun- 
dred acres of land, the options of 
which the company is already said to 
have secured. 

It is stated that work will be com- 
menced on thé new plant at once, but 
it is improbable that it will be ready 
for operation for at least six months, 
if then.

PETROGRAD, Aug. 2, via London 


—The ultimate Russlan occupation of 
Kovel und Lemberg and the retire- 
ment of the Austro-German line

In reporting a letter from a Cann- 
dian prisoner of war a few days ago, 
the Red Cross Society, in asking for 
contributions for this department, 
utated that parcels could be sent only 
through the society. This should 
have read “gent safely only through 
the society.’ As this branch has had 
humerous appeals for information re- 
carding the sending of letters and 
parcels, we now offer the following 
information obtained from the deputy 
postmaster general: 

1, Letters (lette 

open) postearc 
should be addressed as follows. 


(1) Rank, initials, name. 
(2) Regiment or cther unit, 
(3) Nationality of prisoner, 
(4) Place of internment. 
(6) Germany. 

Place of internment should always 
be stated on letter if possible and must 
be stuted on parcels, 

All addresses must be in ink, 

2. Commwvnications should be Ha- 
ited to private and family news and to 
necessary business communications 
und should not be sent teo frequently. 
Never refer to the war or politics, 

3. Posteards are recommended tn 
preference to letters but if letters are 
tent they must be brief. On no account 
should writing be crossed, 

4, Letters cannot for the present Ve 
fecepted for registration 

6. No postage is required on either 
letters or parcels, 

6. No letters should be enclosed tn 
parcels and newspapers must not, on 
vny account, be sent. Parcels should 
not exceed 11 Ibs, in weight. 

7. If you desire to remit money con- 
wult the postmaster. The men, how. 
ever, are able to obtain a portion of 
their pay through the Red Cross if 
they ask for It. 

8. No guarantee of deliyery ts given 
und the post office accspts no respon- 
sibility,

ing committees of the Local Council 
of Women was really «a succession of 
ideas in a dilittante way of how some 
eight thousand EKdmonton women 
busy themselves for the common weal.

The speaker branched 
out and had something to say of the 
efforts on a broader scale of the Na- 
tional Council, For the same ideals 
Edmonton's 8,000 are working. 

Mrs. Arthur Murphy, vice-president 
of the National Council, gave a pre- 
cise delineation of what she consid- 
ered the work of the peace and arbi- 
tration committee since the outbreak 
of the war. Mrs. Murphy looks for- 
ward to the time when through this 
life and death struggle war will cease 
to be; peace will be established for 
alway. It was a hopeful picture 
drawn, 

To rectify wrongs existing in the 
present laws is the work of the law 
committee, according to its convenor, 
Mrs, Chester Gainer. The reforms to 


Lecome law in the near future were 
outlined, 
Mrs. Nellie McClung told of the 


alms of the equal moral standard 
committee, viz., the endeavour to se- 
cure equal judgment for men and 
women in the courts. Already this 
committee had been successful in 
bringing about the appointment of a 
woman as police magistrate, Mrs. 
Arthur Murphy. A fight was being 
waged by this committee against in- 
decent literature in the homes. 

To look after,the interests of the 
householder, to see that proper values 
are received, also right weights and a 
standard quality of goods are mar- 
keted, Such, according to the con- 
venor, Mrs. R. J. Russell, who is also

Alberta has had a month of pro- 


hibition, and likes it. The ex- 
perience has effectually demon- 
strated that we can get along 


without the bars, The temptation 
to men to convert themselves into 
swill-pails has been removed. <A 
drunken man is consequently a 
rarity in Edmonton and the coun- 
try towns. Store bills are being 
paid more promptly. The money 
that formerly went into booze is 
being expended for the necessaries 
of life. Homes are happier. 
Everybody is happier. The open 
bar, let us hope, has gone for ever. 

The recommendation of the re- 
cruiting officers in the Edmonton 
district, that recruiting for out- 
side battalions be suspended until 
the ranks of Edmonton battalions 
are filled, is a reminder that —al- 
ready several hundreds of Ed- 
monton men either have enlisted 
in or have been attached to units 
in other parts of the Dominion, al- 
together apart from the reservists 
of the entente allies, probably 
numbering about two thousand, 
who joined their respective colors 
early in the war. Had the Ed- 
monton and distriet men who have 
enlisted been retained in purely 
local units, we would have had 
approximately nineteen battalions 
to our credit, and there would 
have been a greater incentive for 
local men to enlist than is the 
case under the present system. 

Farmers in the Edmonten  dis- 
trict are wearing big, broad smiles 
these days. They have reason for 
jubilation, Some agricultural dis- 
tricts on the continent are highly 
favored if they get one good crop 
in three, but in Northern Alberta, 
for several years past, there has 
been a succession of splendid 
crops that make » farmer’s life 
well worth livin, and this year 
according to the latest reports, the 
prospects are for splendid yields 
that will almost equal those of last 
year, 

These conditions are bonnd to 
make for prosperity, and one indi- 
cation of this is that in the rural 
districts tributary to Edmonton a 
vast quantity of lumber has been 
sold during the past few months 
for the erection ef farm buildings, 
Purebred stock is also being pur 
chased for the grading-up of 
herds, Instead of spending 
money lavishly for luxuries and 
unnecessary articles, the Northern 
Alberta farmer is judiciously —in- 
vesting it so as to afford facilities 
for a still greater revenne. 

These conditions are bound to 
exercise a great effect on the 
future of the district. The Peace 
River area, for instance, already is 
an exporter of grain, horses, cattle 
and hogs. The settlers who have 
gone into that country during the 
past five or six years are making 
good. Although there yet is room 
for thousands more, those vast 
prairies are being peopled rapidly 
with the best class of farmer— 
men who know how to till the soil 
80 as to produce the best erops 
and the grain and eattle that have 
been shipped to Edmonton in re- 
cent months tell eloquently of 
their success. 

In the older parts of Northern 
Alberta, mixed farming is becom- 
ing more and more general, Grain 
is zrown in abundance, but butter, 
eggs and cheese are becoming more 
noticeable every year in the farm 
curriculum, All the indications, 
in fact, point to Northern Alberta 
as one of the heaviest producing 
districts in Canada of farm pro- 
duets, 

Is it any wonder, therefore, that 
the Northern Alberta farmer is 
siniling? ;
